*• British launched a new attack south of Bapaume at 4.45 this 


Morning, making good progress. New Zealanders on the northern 
outskirts of Bapaume progressed within two miles of the city 


• during the night. They took prisoners from three battalions, in- 


cluding one. battalion commander.

troops are moving eastward along the Scarpe—the Highlanders 
on the north and the Canadians on the south. The British are 
swept beyond the old Hindenburg line at some points.

• The British extended their lines east of Guemappe, General 


Haig announced today. The Germans, counter attacking, threw 


41 ihe British back to Longueval, Highwood and Bogentin-le-Grande. 


The British re-established their positions, General Haig said. 


The Canadians were given credit for the capture of Wancourt 


and the extension of the British line beyond Guemappe. 


French forces repulsed heavy counter attacks in the advance 


in the Roye sector this morning. The French official statement 
stated that the French advanced 3-4 of a mile east of Bagneux 
taking that town. 


The prisoners taken by the French yesterday totaled 1,100 


including 30 officers. Artillery fighting between the Aisne and 
the Ailette continued. 


That Germany is experiencing increasing trouble with her 


troops was indicated in dispatches today. Advices via Amster- 
dam today said that an entire battalion of Germans refused unani- 
mously to move when ordered to the front. 
The Germans yield- 


ed only after every tenth man had been shot. 


Norway is expected to follow Spain in the steps she had taken 


in the sinking of her vessels by submarines. 
Norway feels that 


Germany's compensation for the vessels sunk without warning is 
not sufficient. 
Germany has announced its willingness to meet 


the conditions of Spain's note. 


Officials in Washington believe that a great peace offensive 


soon will be launched by the enemy to further an army truce by 
the Teutonic leaders before her allies are shattered and then pre- 
pare for another conquest of the world. Hope is exprssd that 
none of the Allies will pay any attention to the offers.

A better un- 
derstanding en the part of fruit grow- 
ers of the life and hablte of the lasect 
pests ef their crops and of the nature 


f insecticides will add much to the 
efficiency of their work In figMtag 
hem. 


There ar* sevaral important Insect 


pests, however, from which spraying 
loes not give protection, and the con- 
rol of these must not be overlooked 
by the orehardtst. Of these the mast 
serious are the several species of 
borers, which are best destroyed by 
systematic "worming," enc« or twtee 
each year. The great desirability of 
keeping Insects reduced by up-to-date 
orchard 
practice, 
as 
fertilisation, 


thorough cultivation, aad attention te 
pruning snd other operations cannot 
be emphasized too strong^, and Is 
well appreciated by our most progres- 
sive and successful growers. 


A knowledge «f the character of the

vary greatly necoiding to the Tarietles 
raised, the rare given them, and the 
conditions under which they are grown. 
In the eastern Vnited State* it Is 
agreed generally that In sections to 
which thev are adapted the purple 
sorts are (lie most productive, the 
blackcaps next, and the red varieties 
the least productive 
Records of red- 


raspberry sro\\eis In New Yoik State 
Indicate that the average yield Is be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,400 quarts per acre, 
while the best fields go as hign as 4,000 
quarts. Black raspbenies In the same 
state average between 1.400 quarts 
per acre, and the purple varieties aver- 
age between 1,700 and 2,800 quarts. 
Yields In different sections a« well as 
from different varieties vary greatly. 


Plants of the different varieties of 


raspberries tnay be secured from any 
reliable nursery and usually In start- 
ing a new plantation this la done 
Many grower* having an wtabltshed 
plantation propagate their own stock. 


To propagate new plant*, the tips 


of the new canes of black raspberries 
and of the purple varieties now under 
cultivation should be burled in moist 
soil in late summer. By the following 
spring, the tips will have rooted and 
formed good plants. 
The cane then 


should be severed, leaving four to 
eight Indies of cane with the new 
plant which is to be set In the fl«ld 


If the tips of the canes of Mack and 


purple varieties are plnciwd off when 
they are about 12 inches high, the 
cane* will branch freely and a large I 
number of tips for burying will be se- 
cured. With many growers the first 
crop from both black and purple rasp- 
berry plantations is a crop of plants. 
In fact, a large part of the plants dis- 
tributed by nurserymen are produced 
in this way by raspberry growers, who 
in turn sell them to nurserymen. 


Red raspberries send up new canes 


from the base of the old canes, as do 
black and purple varieties. 
In addi- 


tion, they send up suckers from un- 
derground roots at various distances 
from the crown of the parent plant. 
In starting a new plantation th* strong- 
est of these suckers are used. If a 
quantity of plants for setting is needed 
each year for several years, it may 
prove desirable to take up all plants 
in a given part of the field, both the 
old ones and the stickers. By the fol- 
lowing year, a solid stand of plants 
suitable for setting will have sprung 
up from the pieces of roots left in the

The term "spraying," unfortunately, 


has come to have a general neaaing, 
and It is apparent that aodlte fwlt 
growers do not yet uaderslaad thafrsne 
kind of spray and the manner of appli- 
cation depend upon the character ot to.- 
sect or insects to be controlled. The 
up-to-date orchardlst win know Jtist 
what each spray application to Intend- 
ed to do aad will reallce the Import- 
ance of spraying at the proper time 
and In the proper way. A better un- 
derstanding en the part of fruit grow- 
ers of the life and hablte of the lasect 
pests ef their crops and of the nature 


f insecticides will add much to the 
efficiency of their work In figMtag 
hem. 


There ar* sevaral important Insect 


pests, however, from which spraying 
loes not give protection, and the con- 
rol of these must not be overlooked 
by the orehardtst. Of these the mast 
serious are the several species of 
borers, which are best destroyed by 
systematic "worming," enc« or twtee 
each year. The great desirability of 
keeping Insects reduced by up-to-date 
orchard 
practice, 
as 
fertilisation, 


thorough cultivation, aad attention te 
pruning snd other operations cannot 
be emphasized too strong^, and Is 
well appreciated by our most progres- 
sive and successful growers. 


A knowledge «f the character of the 


mouth parts of Insects is of Importance 
to the fruit grower, for tt determines 
the ge»«ral character of sprays te be 
used.

vary greatly necoiding to the Tarietles 
raised, the rare given them, and the 
conditions under which they are grown. 
In the eastern Vnited State* it Is 
agreed generally that In sections to 
which thev are adapted the purple 
sorts are (lie most productive, the 
blackcaps next, and the red varieties 
the least productive 
Records of red- 


raspberry sro\\eis In New Yoik State 
Indicate that the average yield Is be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,400 quarts per acre, 
while the best fields go as hign as 4,000 
quarts. Black raspbenies In the same 
state average between 1.400 quarts 
per acre, and the purple varieties aver- 
age between 1,700 and 2,800 quarts. 
Yields In different sections a« well as 
from different varieties vary greatly. 


Plants of the different varieties of 


raspberries tnay be secured from any 
reliable nursery and usually In start- 
ing a new plantation this la done 
Many grower* having an wtabltshed 
plantation propagate their own stock. 


To propagate new plant*, the tips 


of the new canes of black raspberries 
and of the purple varieties now under 
cultivation should be burled in moist 
soil in late summer. By the following 
spring, the tips will have rooted and 
formed good plants. 
The cane then 


should be severed, leaving four to 
eight Indies of cane with the new 
plant which is to be set In the fl«ld 


If the tips of the canes of Mack and 


purple varieties are plnciwd off when 
they are about 12 inches high, the 
cane* will branch freely and a large I 
number of tips for burying will be se- 
cured. With many growers the first 
crop from both black and purple rasp- 
berry plantations is a crop of plants. 
In fact, a large part of the plants dis- 
tributed by nurserymen are produced 
in this way by raspberry growers, who 
in turn sell them to nurserymen. 


Red raspberries send up new canes 


from the base of the old canes, as do 
black and purple varieties. 
In addi- 


tion, they send up suckers from un- 
derground roots at various distances 
from the crown of the parent plant. 
In starting a new plantation th* strong- 
est of these suckers are used. If a 
quantity of plants for setting is needed 
each year for several years, it may 
prove desirable to take up all plants 
in a given part of the field, both the 
old ones and the stickers. By the fol- 
lowing year, a solid stand of plants 
suitable for setting will have sprung 
up from the pieces of roots left in the
